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Man's Friend Training For the War 
in Russia 

The non-combatant classes of Rus- 
sia are devoting much of cneir time 
to the training of dogs intended to 
be gent to the front as dumb but 
noble “brcthers and sisters of mercy.” 

It has become e favorite occupa- 
tion of the upper classes to indulge 
in this highly serviceable and hu- 
manitarian wort. The dogs are 
being trained not only to search for 
the wounded on the deserted battle- 
fields and to deliver bandage mater- 
fal and first aid medicaments, but 
also to warm them and revive them 
fn case of unconsciousness. 

In view of the advent of the sharp 
wintry cold, which is more intense 
in the eastern then in the western 
theatre of war, with its attendant 
frost, avalanches and blizzards, the 
discovery and guccour of the wound- 
ed soldiers must be effected in the 
shortest possible period as three or 
four hours’ contact with snow laden 
and frost bitten soil will often suf- 
fice to prove fatal to the wounded 
and helpless soldier. 

In addition to this, the conditions 
of modern warfare are such as to 
make it frequently necessary for the 
soldier to advance towards the en- 
emy’s position unde. fire, hiding as 
he advances in bush.s, marshes, 
and glens. 

In these circumstances the tracing 
ef the wounded would be oxtremely 
difficult without the aid of the canine 
fnstinct and intelligence. 

Thousands of brave fellows, 
wounded in their country’s cause, al- 
ready owe their lives to the dogs.

One of 
these Indian hospitals is now housed 
at a beautiful hotel facing the sea with 
the tents round it. 

“I was on duty here at the station,” 
continues Miss Neale, “where we 
heard the gad news of Lord Roberts’ 
death; one says ‘sad’ and yet in a way 
it seemed the right thing and what he 
would no doubt Lave liked. One of 
the railway officials said, ‘We weep 
also with you, my sister.’ He had 
tears in his eyes when he spoke.”

Fresh indications of the energetic 
efforts which the German government 
ig making to influence public opinion 
in France in favor of an early peace is 
given by a French non-commissioned 
officer who was taken prisoner at St.

After his capture, the goldier says, 
he was taken to Metz, where’he was 
interviewed by the German Socialist 
leader Sudekum. The latter tried to 
work upon the Fr-nchman by argu- 
ing that France was. serving the in- 
terests of England, that a separate 
peace with Germany would be for her 
great benefit, and that this could be 
brought about by the combined ef- 
forts of the Socialists of the two 
countries, who would issue a joint 
appeal to the working classes. 

The French soldier feigned agree- 
ment with the proposal that he should 
be set at liberty to refurn to France 
and carry ona secret propaganda to- 
ward these ends. Civilian clothes, 
false Belgian passports and a large 
sum of money were given to him, and 
the German’ promised him that if his 
first tour in France succeeded they 
would send him there again with sup- 
plies of pamphlets and placards for 
secret distribution. 

Another of their schemes revealed 
to him was a project for fomenting a 
revoluntionary movement in South 
France. \ 

The Frenchman thinks, from what 
he heard, that other French prisoners 
had already been sent back into 
France on similar missions. His cap- 
tors offered to give him another non- 
commissioned officer as a companion 
if he wished, 

He was escorted to the Swiss fron- 
tier and on arriving in France at once

“We, the citizens of the United 
States of America, appeal in the name 
of justice and humanity, in the name 
ef neutrality and future peace, to the 
people, to the law makers and the 
government of our country to prevent

“The president of the United States’ 
has prevented the loan of money to 
France and thereby our country has 
set its own precedent of what is just 
and right. This precedent binds us in 
legal opinion as well as in the esti- 
mate of the world, to pursue a’course 
of undubitable neutrality.”

Fire from Calais to Dover 


Weapon Sald to Have a Range of 25 to 
28 Miles 

A German military newspaper an- 
nounces that a new naval gun of 16- 
inch calibre, with a range of ‘wenty- 
miles, has Leen created, 

Remarkable figures regarding a new 
German naval gun are given by a Ger- 
man artillery expert, writing in the 
Artilleristische Monats Hefts. 

In discussing an assertion by the 
London Times that the German navy 
possesses a gun which carries thiee 
miles further than the best English 
weapon, the writer admits that the 
Krupps- are manufacturing a gun 
whose projectile weighs $20 kilograms 
(about a ton) and which develops a 
muzzle velocity of 940 metres (about 
3,080 feet) a second. 

The experts reckon from these fig- 
ures that the gun bas 58 per cent. 
more muzzle forcesthan the British 
navy’s best weapon, and has a range 
of about 42 kilometres (about 26 
miles), while the Channel at Dover is 
only 33 kilometres (about 20.6 miles) 
wide. He says it will permit the Ger- 
the 
English coast from Calais for a dis- 
tance of nine kilometres (about 5.6 
miles inland) with the new gun.

Mayor Martin of Montreal 
has placed the number of out-of-work, 
in that city at 45,000. In Toronto there 
are known to be half as many. In the 
big western cities, especially Winnipeg 
and Vancouver, there are probably an- 
other twenty or twenty-five thousand, So 
that we are not Jong in arriving at the 
total suggested. It is not a question of 
statistics, however, 80 much as the need 
for instant, resolute, and sustained ac- 
tion. Work must be found. It is not.a 


matter of “‘I cannot dig and to beg I am |. 


ashamed.’’ Practically all are willing to 
work, The trouble is that they mainly 
belong to the constructive trades. The; 
are, of course, many clerks, ‘operativesg 


factories, and salemen and women among 


them, bué the hardest to be suited, are 
those who, have been employed on build- 
ings and railway works, which are now 
almostat a standstill. 

In the face of thisstate of affairs ue 
land is crying for labor. One thinks thing 
can be done is to separate the wheat from 
the chaff and endeavour first of all to 
employ the wheat, giving preference as 
far as reasonuble to the men who have 
others to support, r this purpose, and 
in fact for treatment of the whole situa- 
tion, committees should be formed in 
every city and town, and registration 
embodying suitability strictly kept. 
Then such public works as are in any 
way possible should be proceeded with. 
When we arrive at the matter of farm 
labor we come to the very crux of the 
situation. The large majority of the un- 
employed have never seen a farm except 


as they have been travelling past, To 
another section the work is uncongenial, 
Unhappily, it is frequently shown that 
even under stress, men and women will 
not do work for which they feel com- 
pletely untitted. But these cannot be 
left to starve. They must be employed, 
but how is a matter for the committees 
to decide. As*to the demand of the 
land, farmers must be appealed to to be 
as patient as they can, and to be as len- 
jent and generous as possible to such 
laborers as they may obtain. As has 
been said over and and over again, the 
times are exceptional, and not only call 


upon us, but demand of all of us, that \4 


we shall practice self-denial and thus 
bear in some measure a share of the 
common burden.

Immediately upon the outbreak of the 
war the societies received offers of con- 
valesvent homes for soldiers and sailors, 
in all, these haye amonnted to provision 
of 21,339 beds. 

‘An interesting account is given of the 
work of the Voluntary Aid Detachment 
rest station at Boulogne, which has been 
doing invaluable work, the extent of 
which may be gauged from the fact 
that on November 22,800 wounded were 
fed during the day, and over 200 dress- 
ings were done in the wagons. During 
the three months the unit has been work- 
ing food has been supplied to 38,000 
wounded, 

‘The report details foreign service un- 
dertaken by the Ked Cross workers in 
Belgium and Mrance. Two units have 
been sent to Serbia, which has suffered 
terribly during the war, and one to Mon- 
tenegro. Both these little countries have 
witnessed the most appalling devastation 
and until Lady Paget went out to Serbla 
with a number of nurses and doctors 
the wounded were dying in the 
streets of Belgrade. The Serbian Relief 
Fund, of Which Sir Edward Boyle, Bart., 
is the treasurer, has been able to come to 
the rescye of this little kingdom but they 
are stilliu a pitiable plight and need all 
sorts of medical and other supplies as 
well as warm clothing of every descrip- 
tion. Those who are interested in Ser- 
bia or feel for her terrible state may send 
subscriptions to Sir Edward Boyle at 63, 
Queens Gate, London, England. 

The report states that during the six 
months I70 hospitals have been supplied 
with nurses and 450 requests for nurses 
have been met, some of them within an 
hour. Upto now, about 300 conyales- 
cent officers have been sent to convales- 
cent homes; About 25 officers, sume of 
thei with their wives, have been sent to 
Wengen in Switzerland, their travelling 
expenses and hotel accommodation being 
provided. Hospitality has been arranged 
for in London and different ; parts of the ]}> 


and their families and the joint gommiit- 
téo hasshanded over to the Belgian { bov- 
ernment a house with 400 beds. 

This house is now nsed as King Al- 
bert’s ‘hospital, ax well as another large 
house containing 300 bedrooms, which 
will be used as a, convalescent home Yor 
Belgian soldiers. In round figures the 
stores department has made purchases 
to the amount of $101,170. The Red 
Cross Society is cominuously providing 
the many authorized hospitals in England 
in which British and Belgian wounded 
are being treated with the supplies they 
need. 

These facts will give the people of Can- 
ada an idea of the stupendous amount of 
labor that is entailed in connection with 
providing for the wounded and convales- 
cent soldiers and the Jarge amount of 
money and supplies that are required in 
order that the work may be sausiactorily 
earriedon. As the war progresses the 
wounded will increase in numbers and 
still more suppltes and warm clothing, 
ete., will be needed. The Society is sure 
that the appeals it is making to the Ca- 
nadian public will be answered with the 
generous spirit that has been evidenced 
ever since the outbreak of war. TheSo- 
ciety witl continue to appeal to the Can- 
adian people as longas tle war lasts and 
as long as supplies and mouey are 
needed. 

Through the channels of the public 
press, which has splendidly supported 
the suciety both in the publication of 
news and in the organizations of meet- 
ings, etc., the people of this country will 
be cca face to face with conditions 
as they really exist at the front and in 
the hospitals throughout Great Britain 
and France. They will be able tosee for 
themselves what is needed and now that 
so many of our own men are at the front 
the appeal will come home with greater 
force than ever before,

Yukon Territory; the North-west Territories 
and in a portion of the Province of [British Co. 
lumbia, may. be lensed for a term of twenty-one 
years at an annual rental of $1 un acre. Not 
more than $2,460 acres will be leased to one ap- 
plicant. ‘ 

Application for a lease must be made by the 
“pplicant iu person to the Azeat or Sub-Agent 
of the district iu which the rights applied for 
are siluatgd. 

In surveyed territory the land must be des- 
cribed by sections, or legal sub-divisions of 
sections. and in unsurveyed territory the tract 
applied for shull be staked out by the appli- 
cant himself, 

Each ap plication must be xecompanied by a 
fee of $ which will be refunded if the rights 
applied for are not available, but not otherwise. 
A royalty sleall be paid on the merchuutable 
output of tho mine at the rate of tive cents per 

on, 

The persew omerating the ‘mine shall furnish 
the Ageut with sworn returns accounting for 
the full quantity of merchantable coal mined 
aod puy the reyalty thereon, If the coal min- 
fing ri its are not boing Operated, such returns 
should be furnished at least once a year, 

The lease. will include the coal mining rights 
onlybut the losses may be permitted to pur. 
chase whatever available surface rights may be 
considered necessity for the working of the 
mine at the rate of $1040 an acre.

the old Winning, forty years in op- 
eration, and one of the most remark- 
able and unique collierics iu the 
world, and, if years of active service 
count for anythivg, one of tie best 
pay streaks in the history of coal 
mining. 

The sinking of this coal shaft toa 
depth of six hundred and eighty feet, 
with a diameter of thirteen feet, was 
not accomplished without much dith- 
culty, and the expenditure of a vast 
sum of money.

the most industrious workers. Some 
of the friendliest of the little folks 
will come to a window sill festal 
board where you may observe their 
pleasure in your treat. yn 

Without rude intrusion or rough in- 
vestigation to see if they are comfort- 
able in whatever homes they have 
found, you might provide some neigh- 
borhood shelters where all the feath- 
ered habitants of woods and fields be 
safe and welcome. © 

And then proceed to get acquainted 
with the little folks themselves, If 
you care about such things you will 
find out in “Who is Who in Bird Land” 
that many of your unassuming little 
neighbors have a pedigree of which 
any one might be proud. °. 

Highest in point of development is 
the Sialia sialis, one of the earliest 
comers of the most -xclusive of the 
blue rocks. Their ancestors have 
never been accused of stealing fruits 
or preying upon crops of rev kind.

Mrs. American Barn Owl is quite 
content with her homely name, satis- 
fying her artistic nature with a har- 
monious costume of buff, overlaid 
with grayish, spotted with white and 
dotted wtih black. She is the radical 
leader of all progressive movements 
among her sisters, refuses to make a 
nest and goes out at night unaccom- 
panied. She maintains her independ- 
ent economic status in the civic plan 
of the bird republic by ridding the 
community of meadow mice, rats, 
beetles, shrews, gophers and other un- 
desirable settlers in the fields.

Food prices have advanced twenty 
per cent. in England since the out-

Suffering among the poor has been 
further increased, investigators re- 
ported, by wholesale reductions in 
salaries. Among the poorer clusses 
who are forced to live on a few 
shillings a week, the food question 
is acute, , 

Bges have advanced six cents a 
dozen since the outbreak of the war;

loaf; beei, mutton and bacon, four 
to six cents @ pound, and tea four 
cents.

Home Demand Not Supplied and 

Large Exports Deplete Breeding 

. Cattle 

The department of agriculture has 
been paying special attention to the 
conserving and increasing of Can- 
ada’s supplies of live stock, with a 
view both to meeting the demands 
for home consumption and to takin 
advantage of the splendid opportuni. 
ties now offered for developing a large 
export trade. Prices both in Canada 
and abroad for practically all kinds of 
meats and dairy produce are very 
high, and war conditions have acceat- 
uated the shortage of supply. * On 
the other hand, Canadian farmers 
have not by any means kert° pace 
with the increased demands’ from 
consumers at home, and the opening 
up of the nited States market 
through the taking off of the duty 
against Canadian cattle has been fol- 
lowed by the export of millions of 
dollars’ worth of prime cattle, leaving 
stocks now on hand at a very low 
ebb. In Western Canada, especially, 
there has been a very severe decrease 
in breeding stock. Canada has be- 
come a large importer of beef, mut- 
ton and hog products, although con- 
ditions in the Dominion should make 
instead for the development of a large 
export business. 

During the first ten months of last 
year Canada imported 112,238 sheep 
and 4,015,152 pounds of* mutton and 
lamb. The imports of hog products 
for the same period amounted to 57,- 
575 pounds of fresh, chilled and frozen 
pork and. 8,340,210 pounds of pork 
barreled in brine. During the same 
ten months there were imported 1,- 
643,728 pounds of fresh, chilled and 
frozen beef, and 996,837 pounds of 
beef salted in barrels. ~ 

On the‘other hand, exports of some 
of these commodities are showing 
large increases. The trade in hams 
and bacon, which is now being de- 
veloped with Great Britain, and to a 
less extents with the eastern United 
States, promises to become of stead- 
ily increasing importance. Packers 
now state that with a price of seven 
cent hogs to the farmers they can 
successfully compete with Denmarx 
in the British market. Our export of 
hams and bacon to Great Britain and 
to the eastern United States during 
the first ten months of 1914 amount- 
ed to 19,526,384 pounds, and is now 
increasing rapidly month by month. 
The chief danger seen by the depart- 
ment of agriculture is in the deplet- 
ing of the breeding supplies, and an 
educationyl campaign to induce more 
widespread and vigorous efforts to- 
wards stock raisirg in all the prov- 
inces is now being undertaken. 


Radium as a Fertilizer 


Has Not Yet, However, Been Used 
Extensively For This Purpose

In view of ihe tact thot there are 
only 12 grains of radium in existence 
—commercially speaking—the mat- 
ter isn’t very important to the farm- 
er. 

And yet it must be remembered 
that there are considerable amounts 
of mineral matter which carry very 
small quantities of radium, and one 
of these days agents may pe about 
the country trying to selj it tc us for 
our crops. 

It might be well to remember that 
scarcely any of the immense claims 
set up regarding the use of radium 
have ab’ yet received justification. 


Watch in a Pearl 

The feat of making a watch in a 
pear] has been accomplished by a 
watch making firm at Chaux de 
Ponds, Switzerland. This wonderful 
watch, the only one of its kind in 
the world, was finished a few days 
ago. A pearl which weighs forty- 
five grains and has a diameter of 
about half an inch, contains all the 
works, It took an employe of the 
firm fifteen months to hollow out the 
pear! and fix the wheels. 
which ig guaranteed to keep good 
time and may be worn as a ring on 
the finger, is for sale for $6,000.

New Boats for theC. P. R. 


The Melita and Minnedosa Will Sooh 
be Placed in Commission 

Particulars of the two new vessels 
recently acquired for the Atlantic 
service by the Canadian Pacitic Rail- 
way have just come to hand. These 
two new steamships have «clready 
been named the “Melita” and the 
“Minnesota,” and have a length over 
all of 620 feet, with a beam of 67 
feet, and the depth of keel to bridge 
is 46 feet. They will be fitted wita 
a combination of turbine and recipro- 
cating engines, driving three screws 
and a sea speed of fifteen knots. The 
vessels will be of the popular one 
cabin class providing accomm~dation 
for over fivé hundred cabin passeng- 
ers and 1,500 tcird cabi: passengers. 
A teature of the catin accommodation 
is the number of two berth rooms, 
there being fifty in all. ‘he puplic 
rooms tor the cabin passengers will 
be elaborately decorated and will con- 
sist of a large lounge and smoking 
room situated>on the promenade 
deck, also a gymnasium. The main 
dining saloon will seat three l.undred, 
and uve hundred and fifty can be ac- 
commodated in the third class dining, 
rooms. The'“Melita’ and the “Minne- 
sota,” like their :‘ster ships, the 
“Missanabie” ard the ‘‘Metagama” wili 
be eyuipped with Babcock and Wilcox 
patent davits, which enable lifeboats 
to be launched fror_ either side of the 
vessel, even should the ship have a 
considerable list. The famous cruiser 
stern has again been introduced, 
thereby giving greater stability and 
seaworthiness, while every Cevice for 
the safety of passengers will be pro- 
vided, including double bottoms, wire- 
less telegraphy“and submarine signal-! 
ling apparatus. 

It is expected th> vessels will be 
ready for service towards the end of 
the coming season.

¢Laws of 2500 B.C. Are Found on Tab- 
let Just Unearthed 

A Babylonian tablet, believed to 
Thave been buried for more than four 
ithousand years and containing the 
eearliest law code known, has recently 
Tbeen unearthed and is in possession 
eof Yale University. Part of it has 
\been cleaned and deciphered. 

The laws are written in Sumerian, 
tthe language of Scuthern Babylanian 
rprior to its conquest by the Semites 
or ee in the time of Hammu- 
rrabi. 

The liws that have been translated 
rrefer to legislation concerning injury 
tto women; the repudiation of child- 
tren who have perhaps been adopted, 
-elopement; the hire of boats and cat- 
stle, and the provision for the killing 
eof a hired ox by @ lion. 

These laws are believed to have 
tbeen written about 2500 B.C.

When the question was put to him, 
Mr. Carpenter hcsitated a moment and 
then replied: “This is largely a grain 
growing county as yet. Our farmers 
are just beginning to diversify. But 
there is one man we can visit who 
broke away from the established cus- 
tom years ago and. improved his farm 
growing cattle and hogs. I petieve he 
is the best farmer in the county.” 
So we turned the car toward the farm 
of Abraham Paquin. 

As his name would imply. “the best 
farmer in Red Lake county” is of 
French blood, one of a_ colony of 
French-Canadians who emigrated to 
Minnesota in the early eighties and 
settled in Red Lake and adjoining 
counties. Mr. Paquin has been on his 
present location for 31 years. When 
he first took up his homestead, his 
flaances were s0 low that he had to 
borrow a bed from a neighbor to have 
a place to sleep, an. for two winters 
he worked in tho woods. A year ago 
he sold 400 acres of ‘and for $26,000. 
Last spring he sold an additional 160 
acres for $4,000. He has 240 acres 
left, and he owns a creamery and 
cheese factory; in the town of Lam- 
bert and a general store in the town 
of Brooks. Quite a change from the 
bedless days. ; 

It is simply another case of putting 
one’s faith in live stock. Mr. Paquin 
never made any money with wheat. 
But instead of trying to make up the 
deficit by growing more and more 
wheat, he turned to live stock and 
then his success began. Eleven years 
ago, with the money made in this 
way, he started to increase his farm. 
He bought one quarter-section at 
43.50 an acre, one at $5 an acre, one 
at $12 an acre and one at $20 an acre, 
making 800 acres in all. And during 
the past year he sold 560 acres at an 
average price of $54 an acre and still 
has a highty improved 240 acre farm. 
It never could have been done with 
wheat. 

Mr. Paquin’s live stock operations 
have included the growing and feed- 
ing of beef cattle and the raising of 
hogs. He has tried dairy cattle but 
he likes the beef animal better. For 
years he carried from 60 to 100 head 
of this stock on his farm. He bought 
calves six months to a year old from 
neighboring farmers, grew them on 
corn silage, shorts, chopped straw and 
chaff, and turned them off to market 
at a profit. He had no silo, but he 
grew from 30 to 50 acres of corn and | 
stacked it in the barn. The hogs were , 
carried over on fiax chaff and chopped 
hay mixed wtih low grade flour, about 


one pound of flour to each pig. He] 


kept about 100 hogs on the farm and 
sold the pigs to neighboring farmers 


or fattened them for market. |

The 
war office has purchased in Canada 
more than seven thousand out of the 
fifty thousand horses secured on this 
side of the Atlantic since the outbreak 
of the war. The Canadian govern- 
ment purcnased about seven thousand 
horses for.the first contingent and an- 
other ten thousand are now being 
bought for the second and third con- 
tingents. The French and Italian 
governments are also looking for 
horses from Canada. A Toronto firm 
was recently offered a contract for 
five thousand horses to be purchased 
for the Italian government. The de- 
mand from all quarters for horses for 
war purposes is increasing. 

It is estimated that the total num- 
ber of Lorses now engaged in the war 
is one million. The estimated aver- 
age life of th. cavalry horse on active 
service is seven days; of the artillery 
horse it is thirty days. For army pur- 
poses in the next twelve months, 
therefore, more than twelve months 
horses will be required. 

An estimate prepamed by the de- 
partment of agriculture of tho avail- 
able supply in Canada shows that 
there are about forty-six thousand 

‘ses suitable for cavalry or-artil- 
lery purposes. Of these two thous- 
and are in the Maritime Provinces, 
eight thousands in Quebec, twelve 
thousand in Ontario, four thousand in 
Manitoba, seven thousan. in Saskat- 
chewan, twelve thousand in Alberta, 
and one thousand in British Columbia. 

A conservative estimate places the 
total number of horses owned by the 
allies at forty-eight millions, and by 
the enemy at 8,700,000. Of these, of 
course only a small proportion would 
be available for war purposes. The 
supply in German, and Austria is 
already pretty well exhaust-d, and 
those countires have not the resources 
of the United States und other neut- 
ral countries to draw upon. 

It is probable that before the year 
closes the farmers of Canada will 
have sold for war purposes six or 
seven million dollars’ worth of horses. 
When the war closes a good driving 
or riding horse may be as great a 
luxury as a good automobile. ~

A letter received from Mr. Paquin, 
in reply to a request for a more de- 
tailed statement of his live stock ac-| 
counts, affirms the approximate ac- 
curacy of the above figures. He says: 
“The general figures on the cattle and 
hogs, as close as I can get them, are 
as follows: In the fall I would buy the 
cattle for about $12 per head, and, 
would sell them in the spring for 
about $30. The cost of keeping them 
was about $5 a head. I generally had 
from 60 to 85 head. Regarding the 
hogs, in the fall of 1911 I had 100 hogs 
valued at $1,200. I bought one car 
of feed at $400; sold $1,300 worth of | 
hogs during the winter; and in the 
spring had $900 worth of hogs left. 
Another car of feed cost $400, and the 
labor of one,man for six months at’ 
$20 a month was $120. In the latter 
part of June I sold a carload for 
$1,245, and had left in July $600 
worth of hogs.” Figuring that up, it 
shows a profit of $1,000 on that year’s 
operations with hogs. A more detail- , 
ed statement might bring other factors | 
to light. * But the fact is evident that: 
live stock paid. 

Then there is the item of manure 
produced annually for 60 acres of 
land, which was the important item | 
in improving the soil and hence, the 
value of the farm. Mr. Paquin has 
grown a lot of hay, and his system of 
cheap feeding has enabled him to sell 
most of it. Last year this crop brought 
him $1,368. He cut nine carloads of 
hay from a 160 acre meadow that has 
pastured 64 head of cattle.

America’s Debt to Britain 


Dr. Charles Ellot Tells Why He Sup- 
ports the Allies 

“All of the early practice of liberty 
and the teachings of John Milton 
about civil and religious liberty; the 
assurance, finally, that national effic- 
iency can be developed to a higher 
degree under free than under auto- 
cratic institutions.” 

Such, in the words of Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard, 
is the debt wo owe to Britain, the rea- 
son for American sympathy with her 
in her present gtruggle. 

“I have received many letters ex- 
pressing displeasure at my stand in 
favor of the allies,” he said. “They 
ask me if I am an Englishman, and 
where I was born, and what the 
British pay me, and what, also, we 
owe to Britain. So I have thought 
about our debt to Britain.” 

This gebt, he said, lay in her prac- 

ce and teachings of xivil and re- 
ligious Hberty; in her example that 
a nation could be more efficient under 
free than under autocrati. rule. 


Use Your Own Town 

We sometimes wonder how many 
citizens use this town to the greatast 
possible advantage to themselves. 
Suppose everybody looks upon this 
town as an organization designed es- 
pecially to contribute to his comfort, 
his progress and his happiness. What 
has it to offer that he must have 
in order to be happy and contented 
and that he cannot secure elsewhere? 
How often does the citizen—farmer 
or townsman—ag he goes to the bank 
to cash a cneck or to the post office 
to mail a letter, think of what condi- 
tions would be without bank or post 
office? Can he imagine bank and 
post office without a town? Can he 
imagine a town without stores and 
other places of business? Can he 
imagine the existence of stores witn- 
out patronage? Let him for a moment 
consider the intimate relations and 
connections that exist between local 
population and the patronage of local 
saerchauts, the supporting and wain- 
taining cf schools, churches and 
places of amusement, the performing 
of governmcntal functions, and indeed 
the maintenance of civilization. 
Though he may shut his eyes te these 
connections and ignore his duty ir the 
premises, the connections none the 
less exist and the duty is none the 
less obvious.—American Lumberman.

Ba 


Multiplication of Motor Vehicles te 
Given as the Cause 

An alarming increase in the num 
ber of traffic accidents in London 
Streets is shown in the report of the 
board of trade. The total number of 
accidents recorded is 25,800 against 
22,200 for the previous year, and the 
report moreover states that ‘‘the pro 
portion of fatal accidents is increasing 
rapidly, owing to the multiplication 
of motor vehicles.” Automobiles are 
twice as likely to cause accidents as 
horse vehicles, and the proportion of 
fatal accidents is three or ‘our times 
greater. The theory that the motorist 
has such contro] over his machine that 
he can avoid accident is dispelled by 
experience. The best hope of improve 
ment lies with the pedestrian himself; 
he must develop a new traffic sense. 

Apart from accidents, the report in- 
dicates the habits of the Londoner are 
changing. He igs getting more rest- 
less and now makes 271 “journeys” @ 
year, as against 143 a year ago. Most 
of the new traffic has been developed 
on the electric car lines and motor 
omnibus lines, indicating that the Lon 
doner is getting away from the centre 
of the city into the healthy s:burbs.
